HIS DELIBERATE PURPOSE 
TO PROMOTE RECIPROCITY 


Is Convinced Two Countries Have 
Many Interests in Common Re- 


quiring Special Legislation 
and Administration. 


Hon. W. &. Fielding Has Made No 
Announcement of Details of Al- 
bany Conference Negotiations— 
Government Maintains Its ‘Stand 
Pat" Attitude and Initiative Must 
Be Taken by United States—Re- 
ciprical Trade Treaty May Grow 
Out of Tariff Embrogleo, 


Toronto, March 21.—J. A. MacDon- 
ald, editor of. the Globe, telegraphs as 
follows: Albany, \N.Y., March 20.— 
“Say to the people of Canada that 
my most sincere desire is that not 
only this present unforeseen difficulty 
Arising out of our new tariff law, but 
all other difficulties between the two 
nations shall ibe held with justice in 
both countries and in a spirit of 
friendship and generosity. Assure 
them that if it were only a matter of 
business and not the intenpreting of 
a statute I would have had no trouble 
in at once proclaiming Canada as 
having the right to our minimum 
tariff. I have seen too much of the 
Canadian people; I have too high an 
appreciation of Canada’s worth and 
I am too profoundly in sympathy with 
Canada’s aspirations as part of the 
British Empire to haggle over mere 
advantages or disadvantages of inter- 
national trade. 

Hopeful of Solution. 

“My whole difficulty has been with 
the interpretation of the statute of 
Congress, which never before was in- 
terpreted, After my conference with 
Hon..W. 8. Fielding, I am hopeful of 
finding a solution which will have 
regard for my judicial responsibilities 
as President of the United States and 
will also serve the trade interests of 


the ‘business interests of both coun- 
tries. 
“And please assure the people of 


Canada that it is my deliberate pur- 
pose to promote in such ways as are 
open to me, better trade relations be- 
tween the United States and Canada 
than at present exist. I am_ pro- 
founely convinced that the two coun- 
tries, touching each other more than 
three thousand miles, have common 
interests in trade and require special 
arrangement in legislation and admin. 
istration which are not involved in 
the relations of ‘the United States 
with countries beyond the seas. 
We may not always have recognized 
that in the past, but that must tbe our 
viewpoint in future, Say that for 
me to the people of Canada with all 
the earnestness and sincerity of my 
heart.” 
U.S. Has Neglected Us. 

The above was the special message 
which PresidentTaft gave me tonight 
to give to the Canadiay people through 
the Globe. As he spoke the words, 
the tone of voice and expression of 
his great penial face gave emphasis, 
of his honest conviction, to every 
statement. Albove all things, the 
President is open, direct and sincere. 
He has no craftiness or diplomatic 
deceit. He makes no concealment of 
his admiration for Canada’s spirit. 
He has no illusions as to Canada’s 
future. In -his banquet speech last 
night he spoke plainly on the “smug 
way in which in the past the United 
States had neglected that great coun- 
try with its youth and wealth and 
magnificent possibilities, lying on our 
northern borders, while we gave great 
attention to countries on the other 
side of the world.” 

In his conversation with me I could 
see how his mind turned to the new 

roblem of world politics and to ob- 
Figations resting upon both nations 
on the American continent to live in 
mutual peace for their own sakes an 
for the well-being of the world, His 
special message to Canada is tBerefore 
not to be discounted in any respect. 
Those who are nearest to him in his 
cabinet and in political circles assure 
me that at all times his word and 
spirit are in harmony with what he 
said to me tonight. On that point 
there can be no possible doubt. 

Not to Be Soived in a Day. 

To be sure the present difficulty 
over the tariff was not to be solved in 
a two hours’ conference between Pre- 
sident Taft and Hon, Mr. Fielding. 
The official announcement is that the 
matter is in “friendly negotiation. 
That is satisfactory. Nothing more 
could be expected. Friendly negotia- 
tions will go on until the President

CANADA’S TARIFF CLUB IN 
THE EVENT OF A TRADE WAR 


Should a war of tariffs unfortunately break out between the United 
States and Canada the Dominion is not vnprovided with weapons of de- 
fence, The first to be brought into use would be the surtax. The clause 
in the tariff governing the surtax is as follows: 

“Articles which are the prodace or manufacture of any foreign coun- 
try which treats imports from Canada less favorably than those of other 
countries may be subject to a suttax over and above the duties specified 
in Schedule A, such surtax in every case to be one-third of the duties 
specified in the general tariff in the said Schedule A. Any question 
arising as to any foreign country or goods coming under the operations 
of the provisions in regard to the surtax shall be decided by the Minister 


of Customs, whose decision shall be final, 

“Provided, that the Governor in Council may make regulations for 
carrying out the purposes of this section, and may, by order in council. 
from time to time suspend the suttax from application to the goods of 
any country,”

Chicago, Ills, March 21.—The 


stockholders of the Pullman Company, 
the richest corporation melon patch 
in America today, voted themselves 
$20,000,000 in tree stock. On the 
present ‘capitalization of $100,000,000 
and with shares at $198, this jis equi- 
valent to a 40 per cent. dividend. To- 
day’s action was by way of ratifying 
the action taken on February 10th by 
the ‘board of directors, who voted to 
increase the capitalization to $120,000,- 
000, 

It is understood that in order to 
make up the stock dividend of $20,000,- 
000, $25,000,000 will be taken from the 
surplus fund and the remaining $15,- 


000,000 from assets which have not 
hitherto been disclosed. 

The Pullman Company, when the 
new stock issue has been distributed, 
will havé paid shareholders 422 per 
eent. in the last ten years. Since 


1898, the company has voted $64,000,- 
000 gift stock to its shareholders. The 
original capital was $1,000,000, and so 
fur as is known ‘additional capital 
stock was paid for at par until the 
amount outstanding had reached $36,- 
000,000. Then the stockholders began 
to shake the plum tree and gather in 
the dollars extracted from those who 
have to ride in sleeping cars.

-VETO PROPOSALS] JUMPS T0 DEATH 


Three Resolutions Designed to Re- 
lieve House of Lords of Power 
of Veto. 


London, March 22.—Premier As- 
quith gave notice in the House of 
Commons last night of three resolu- 
tions bearing on the veto 
power of the House of Lords, The 
first declares it expedient that the 
House of Lords be disabled by law 


from rejecting or amending a money 
bill, but that any such limitation shall 
not be taken to diminish or qualify 
the existing rights of the House of 
Commons, 

The second resolution declares it ex- 
pedient that the powers of the House 
of Lords over bills other than money 
bills be restricted by law, so that any 
such bill which has passed the House 
of Commons in three successive ses- 
sions and has been rejected by the 
House of Lords in each of these ses- 
sions shall become a law without the 
Lords, on 
Royal assent being declared, provided 
that at least two years have elapsed 
between the date of the first introduc- 
tion of the bil in the Commons and 
the date when it passed the Commons 
a third time. 

The third resolution proposes to 
limit the duration of each parliament 
to five years, 

The resolutions were issued too late 
for many opinions to be gathered on 
them. The chief objection among 
the supporters of the government is 
made to the provision that two years 
must elapse between the introduction 
of a bill and its becoming law. The 
Radicals urge that with five year par- 
liaments this prevention would mean 
a general hold-up of legislation. 

Rebuff for Rosebery. 

Lord Rosebery’s reform resolutions 
suffered a rebuff in the House of 
Lords last night. The first two re- 
solutions were agreed to without dis- 
cussion, They declared that a 
strong and efficient second chamber 
is not merely an integral part of the 
British government, but is necessary 
to the well being of the state and the 
balance of parliament, and that 4 
second chamber can be best obtained 
by reforming and reconstituting the 
House of Lords. 

The third resolution, on which the 
debate was adjourned, reads: 

“That a necessary preliminary to 
such reform and reconstitution is the 
ueceptance of the principle that pos- 
session of a peerage shall no longer 
in itself give the right to sit and vote 
in the House of Lords.” 

Dissolution Expected. 

London, March = .21.—Everything 
this morning points to dissolution 
within a month, and the great coali- 
tion in the parliament of 1910 will 
then vanish into thin air after seven 
or eight weeks of futile party maneceu.- 
vres. 

The Commons reassembles on Tues- 
day of next week. Balfour will then 
have returned from ‘Cannes invigor- 
ated by his golfing holiday, The 
veto resolutions on the same lines as 
the Campbell-Bannerman proposal 
will be at once discussed and probab- 
ly passed after a week’s discussion, 
in which the opposition will declare 
the resolution quite impracticable, 
because it is impossible to define 
what is and what is not finance upon 
which the Lords’ veto is to be des- 
troyed. 

While the Lords are considering 
these resolutions, the budget will be 
presented to the Commons. Redmond 
will only accept the budget if Asquith 
pledges himself to demand from the 
King immediately a promise to over- 
awe the peers in the acceptance of 
the veto proposals by creating 400 
peers, if necessary. Asquith hesi- 
tates to make any such coercive move 
against the sovereign, hence the pro- 
bability that the ministry will go to 
a general election without having 
abolished the veto, without having 
carried the budget and without guar- 


untees. This, the most ministerial 
journal admits today, means what 
Massingham bitterly calls ruin

Means Closer Alliance. 

London, Mar, 22.—The #ormation 
of a closer block by Liberals, Nation 
alists and Laborites will be the direct 
outcome of the tabling of the resolu- 
tions curbing the lord’s veto power by 
Premier Asquith last night, it was 
declared by Jeaders of a}l three parties. 
The position of the,government has 
been greatly strengthened by this 
move, after several anonths of bicker- 
ing. The terms of the resolution are 
such that it is believed the Irish and 
Laborites will agree to co-operation 
thoroughly with the government, 


SOLDIERS SUFFERED TERRIBLY. 
Troop of Austrian Artillery Forced to 
March Through Deep Snow. 


Vienna, Mar, 21-—-It has been learn- 
ed that terrible hardships were suf- 
fered by a body of artillery foreed to 
march through the mountains in deep 
snow between Cava'es, in the Austrian 
Tyvol, and the Italian frontier. The 
start was made before dawn and early 
in the afternoon the cannon had to 
be abandoned in the snow drifts. 
Shortly afterward the horses met the 
same tate. The men arrived at their 
destination lite at night, twenty-one 
of them with their feet frozen, and 
had to pass the night in agony with-

Wm. Barber, in Delirium Caste Him- 
self From Window of ; Miseri- 
cordia Hospital. 


The Misericordia Hospital was the 
scene of a fatal accident last night 
shortly before twelve o'clock. The vic- 
tim was William Barber, aged 38, a re- 
sident of Fairview subdivision in the 
north of the city. He was taken vo 
the hospita on Sunday suffering from 
typhoid fever and last night in delirium, 
while the nurse was absent from the 
room for a moment, he walked to the 
window, raised it and jumped through 
the screen to the ground, three storeys 


below, He was picked up in an uncon- 
scious condition and Taken back to his 
bed where he expired shortly after four 
o'clock this morning. 

The nurse in charge was Patrick Duffy, 
who has acted in the capacity of male 
attendant at the Misericordia for a num- 
ber of years. A few minutes after ten 
o'clock he noticed that the patient's 
temperature was rising and he went out 
of the room to telephone his physician, 
Dr. A. L. Campbell, whom, however, he 
was unable to reach. Returning to the 
room he found that Barber was missing 
and looking towards the upraised win- 
dow which faces to the east he saw the 
broken screen through which Barber had 
passed, 

Running out to the front of the build- 
ing he found the man lying on the 
ground on his face in an unconscious 
condition. With the assisiance of the 
cther male attendant M. Pierre the 
hody was conveyed to the room and Dr. 
Campbell and another physician were 
called. They could do nothing, however, 
and the patient passed away about four 
o'clock this morning. 

The Cause of Death. 

The direct cause of death was fracture 
of the base of the skull, The riht leg was 
also fractured. In the ground where the 
deceased alighted on his feet were marke 
several inches deep where his ‘bare feet 
had sunk into th earth, 

The deceased was employed as a miner 
with the Humberstone Coal Co, The first 
symptoms of typhoid appeared about ten 
days ago and owing to the smallness of 
his home and the delicate condition of 
his wife Dr. Campbell had him removed 
to the Hospital. He leaves besides his 
wife five small chidren, 

A Particularly Sad Case. 

The case is a particularly sad one ow- 
ing to the destitute circumstances of the 
family. They are now left here without 
any means of support, Since the bread- 
winner of the family was taken ill Mrs 
Barber has been desirous of getting back 
to her old home in the United States 
with her children but has been unable 
to do so owing to lack of money, With 
her husband's death she is even in a 
worse position than before and it is pro 
bable that a subscription will be taken 
up to give her assistance, 


Inquest This Morning. 


An inquest was held this morning at 
the Hospital before Dr. Braithwaite. The 
jury was J. H, Picard (foreman); W. R. 
Howey, Wm. Lipsey, Wm. Ferrier, N. 
Campbell and H. E. Paternaude, 

After hearing the evidence of the at- 
tendants and the physicians the jury re- 
turned a verdict “that the deceased came 
to his death by falling from a window 
while suffering from delirium occasioned 
hy typhoid fever,”

IN TRAIN WRECK 


Rock Island Passenger Train Piun- 
ges Down Embankment—De- 
fective Rail the Cause. 


_ Marshalltown, Towa, Mar, 21—The 
lives of forty-five people were crushed 
out and a score or more others were 
injured when the Rock Island train, 
No, 19, detouring over the Great Weat- 
ern tracks from Cedar Rapids, plung- 
ed down an embankment near Green 
Mountain, twelve miles northeast of 
here at 8.15 o'clock this morning, The 
wrecked train was en route from Chi 
cago via West Liberty and Cedar Rap. 
ids to St, Paul, 

Upon arriving at Cedar Rapids the 
train crew learned that a freight 
wreck had occurred at Sheltburg, a 
few miles north, and that it would be 
several hours before the tracks could 
be cleared, Accordingly the train was 
detoured over the Great Western tracks 
to Marshalltown, Here there was no 
“Y” connections, with the result that 
the train was backed on toward its 
destination, Waterloo, where it was 
again to resume its own tracks, 

Running at High Speed. 

After leaving Marshalltown,the train 
which was composéd of ten coaches 
and the two engines, proceeded to 
make up lost time, and was running 
at the rate of 35 or 40 miles an hour. 
Four miles north of Green Mountain 
there was a sudden lurch and a mo-« 
ment later, the entire train had left 
the tracks and Jay a splintered mass 
of wreckage and twisted iron and stee] 
at the bettom of a small embankinent, 
It is believed that a defective rail was 
the cause of the catastrophe. 

The sudden impact caused a pull- 
man sleeper to telescope the smoking 
car, driving the sleeper clear through 
the car, The smoker in turn telescop- 
ed the woman's day coach. In these 
two cars the loss of life was appalling, 
there being eighty passengers in the 
woman's coach : 

The scenes that followed the wreek 


were pitiful. As fast as possible the 
dead were taken irom the wreck by 
the survivors and laid out in rows 


close to the track,

SHIP CAPTAIN IN TROUBLE. 


Five Hundred to Pay for Arresting 


Chinaman. 


Ottawa, March 21.—A peculiar situa- 
tion has arisen in Prince Rupert in con- 
nection with the administration of the 
Ghinese immigration act. On Saturday 
last, on the arrival there of the steam 


ship Cape Breton, the captain had a 
Chinese sailor brought on shore and 
placed in the lockup, on o charge of 


criminal assault. But as soon as the 
Chinaman landed he became liable to 
the poll tax of $500, and the Customs 
officer at the port had the captain libeled 
for payment, according to the immigra- 
tion law. The captain declined to pay, 
and an appeal was telegraphed to Otta- 
wa. A reply has been sent that the 
provisions of the act allow of no excep 
tion, and as the Chinaman in question 
becomes liable to the poll tax as soon 
as he was landed by the captain, the lat- 
ter must be held liable for the collection 
of the five hundred dollars. A further 
interesting feature of the situation is 
that if the Chinaman is found guilty he 
will be deported, and the steamer bring- 
ing him jn will have to bear the expense 
of taking him back to China. Under the 
circumstances it would have been much 
cheaper for the captain to have carried 
the Chinaman back to China in irons

None of 
them would discuss the strike or what 
the board intended to do, Shortly 
after reaching his office this afternoon 
Mayor Relburn declared that he was 
through with the strike, as he had 
exhausted all his resources to bring 
about peace,

who is apparently in charge of all 
arrangements for peace on behalf of 
the carmen declared that no further 
conferences were oeing arranged, as 
far as he knew,

bers of the executive: “Come to Wil- 
kesbarre at once, for executive meet- 
ing to forward genera] strike.’’

The effect of the cola sorage 
on the cost of living, is very real 
seasons of plenty it takes up the sur 
pius product and stores it to be used 
during times of scarcity. By this system 
the prices of produce should be kept at 
a normal level. The keeping of produce 
for months, until famine prices are reach. 
ed is the abuse of cold storage which 
catnot be too | xiv. condemned. 

By cold storage, the market is 
vented from being gluttea, targe quan- 
tives of perishable goods being stored 
away and saved for future consumption, 
when they should prevent the prices to 
the consumer from -searing. Cold stor 
age thus benefits the producer who — is 
saved loss from the spoiling of produce, 
and the selling of it at a figure consider- 
ably below the real value. The cold 
storage should so regulate the supply, 
that the consumer should never have to 
pay more than a normal price for his 
produce, 

It is a fact that cold storage warehouses 
make corners possible jn some commodi- 
ties, but not more so than the xian 
warehouse enhances the possibility of 
erain corners, or the coal yard increases 
the possibility of coal corners. But the 
theory of the cold storage system when 
carried out fairly brings about a saving 
to both consumer and producer, as ‘well 
as a profit to the proprietors of the 
cold storages.

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NOW TO READ A NOVEL 
BY PROFESSOR BROADUS 


‘erme and Classes of 


Calgary, March 19.—In a lecture en. 
titled, “The Reading of a Novel,” de- 
livered at the Normal School last 
night, Professor Broadus, of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta, analyzed tho differ. 
= forms and classes of fiction in an 
exflaustive manner. He gave advise 
to those present on how to approach 
a novel, to fathom. the.aims and 
methods of. the author, after he 
i] had finished, Dr. A. M. Scott remark: 
j ed that if ns alwdys followed his 
i coldly critical. method of selecting 
i! novels they would not read Many 


; through, 
i “That may be true,” said Professor 
Broadus, “but the sooner a person 


the better.” 

“There are three principal parts to 
a novel, character, plot and setting. 
The characters may be drawn from 
direct. observation, as in the case of 
Kipling’s stories of India, or they may 
be like those of Hawthorne, evolved 
out of the inner consciousness atid 
imagination. Again, they may be im- 

reonal and analytic,as in the 

rench school represented by Zola 
and Balzac, who analyze character as 
a surgeon would dissect a body with 
a acalpel. Entirely different from 
these are the characters of Sir Walter 
Scott, for example, some of which 
provoke the keenest sympathy, and 
where the author himself seems to 
fall in love with his heroine. 

“In analysing his characters qn au. 
thor may assume ominiscence, so to 
speak, revealing the man in an arbi- 
trary or nay miraculous manner, giv- 
ing the re of ng opportunity to draw 


his own conelu . He may simply 
present the its of direct observa- 
tion of tha “ch? fr, and allow the 
reader tovimin ua eetimate of his 


character himself; or,.as in actual life, 
he may reveal the character through 


conversatioh and desctiption. This last 
named method {8 generally an indica- 
tion of'a finér att on the part of the 


author. To detect what method is 
used is to double one’s enjoyment of 
the novel. 

“Characters may be simple or com- 
plex as in the works of George Mere- 
dith. They may be stationary or de- 
velop of deteriorate, as one of the 
figures in Géorge Elliott’s ‘Romula’ 
changes from innocence to criminality. 
They may act instinctively and with- 
out self-questioning or with constant 
self-analysis and inward struggles. 
Again they may be elaborately  des- 
cribed when they first arrive on the 
scene and then be forgotten. 

“In every story, whether it be a 
novel or drama, thete must ‘be’ the 
character, the situation and the ex- 
citing force. It will add to our in- 
terest if we can detect these elements 
and see how the author is ing 
his points. In the drama of Julius 
Caesar, for instance, the exciting force 
was the ambition of Caesar, and the 
thwarting of that ambition is the im- 
portant element in the story. The 
interest gradually increases in in- 
tensity until it ends in the death of 
Caesar. 

“One should also notice how the 
author keeps up the suspense, When 
soMe one in reading a story reaches 
the climax and exclaims, ‘I"knew he 
was a scoundrel,’ do you ever stop 
to consider that the reader has been 
subtly led by the author to form an 
opinion of the character, although not 
quite certain whether his estimation 
was justified until the climax arrives 
in the story? 

“Does the author make use of coin- 
cidents to help himself along? Does 

| he always arrange to have the hero 
aruve at just the right time to save 
the heroine from the hands of. the 
villain, as in Se a fiction. Or Paes 
the hero always fail to arrive, as amore 
often happens in real life? ‘Does the 
author observe poetic justice? In the 
early days of fiction the bad man @l- 
ways had to be punished. Shakes- 

are was one of the first: to: depart 
rom the rule and he was criticized 
it. The popular demand is for these 
pleasant results. We all feel hap- 
ier if the villain gets the worst of 
t. We have a ae 7 see ve 
law of compensation justly carr 
out.

“One would observe the setting of 
a novel, whether historical or legen- 
dary, in country or town. Does the

| was educated as to the edible roots, 
bark, and fungus which will preserve 
life in the wilderness when the ordinary 
food supplies give out. 

He had sent a collection of such edibles 
to the recent Peary dinner in New York, 
and intended to make it a feature of 
sporting exhibits in the future. The col- 
lection comprised the following: Labra- 
dor tea, which grows in the form of 
small bushes, and js suitable for tea; 
rock tripe, a fungus like a piece of old 
rubber sole, and fairly nutritious; wild 
carrota—there are two kinds, one poison- 
ous and the other edible; the roots of 
the yellow water lily, which are bitter 
but nourishing; cariboo lichen; silver 
moss, which grows on rocks, and is from 
six to eight inches in length; wild on- 
ions; the roots of ferns and brakes; sev- 
eral kinds of grass; the inside bark of 
white birch, poplar, jackpine, willow, 
alder, cherry, tamarac, mountain ash, 
and slippery elm. 

By a knowledge of things as 
these, Mr. Armstrong says, a traveller 
can support life anywhere in the no. 
thern wilderness at any time of the 
year.

Philadelphia, March 90.—Professor 
Herman V. Hilprecht, of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, whose researches 
at Babylon and Nippur were the sub- 
ject ot attack by the Rev. Dr. John 
BP. Peters, of New York, but who was 
vindicated by the university, has just 
deci the fragment of a tablet |: 
bear rn Bory account of the bags 
The let was found,in 1899 in the 
lowest strata of the oldest part of the 
ruins of the temple library at Nippur. 
It is of unbaked clay and measures 
2', inches at its greatest width and 
2% inches at its gretitest dength. 
Professor Hilprecht’ has just made 
public his translation: 

“(1 declare unto) thee that the. con- 
fines of Heaven I will loosen, a deluge 
I will make and it shall sweep away 
all men together; but thou (the Bamy. 
lonian Noah) seek lite before the de- 
luge cometh forth; for to all living 
beings, as many as there are, I will 
bring overthrow, destruction, annihili- 
tion, Build a great ship end total 
height shall be its structure. It shall 
be a house boat carrying what has 
been saved of life . . . with a 
strong deck cover it. The ship which 
thou shall make into it bring the 
beasts of the field, the birds of the 
heavens and the creeping things, two 
of everything instead of a number . 

The Semitic dialect inseription and 
certain grammatical peculiarities of 
the text show, according to Professor 
Hilprecht, that it was written between 
2137 and 2005 B.C. The King James 
version of the Bible gives the date of 
the flood as 2448 B.C. The ldest tab- 
let heretofore known containing an 
account of the flood was the Layard 
tablet of 690 B.C,, now in the British 
Museum. 

The Layard tablet was a pagan story 
of a deluge brought about at a coun- 
cil of the gods, who decided to destroy 
mankind.
